Of coufS«, not every home Iwllt 
in 1984 will be erected with the 
aid of aerial photography. But a 
study of new concepts of com- 
munity building by the National 
Association of Home Builders 
with which Tidewater Association 
of H^me Builders is affiliated and 
the Urban Land Institute found 
that the photography Is proving 
helpful in the site and street 
planning of a large area, particu- 
larly when it is wooded. 

The report of these two im- 
portant housing groyups also de- 
clared the photo-contour map es: 
pecially u^ful when a building 
project involves existing struc- 
tures and tree growth that should 
be preserved. 

Qae of the most pressing prob- 
tems of our domestic social and 
economic life is the use of the 
face of a growing population. The 
home builders have been keenly 
alert to the problem. Ways had 
to be found to develop land so as 
to prevent waste. Three yeara ago 
the NAHB, in company with the 



y^n Land Institute, undertook 
a £.uuy to find solutions to the 
problem. 

The study, eonchiding that the 
answer to the problem of more 
people and less land was more 
efficient use of the land we do 
have, said this would mean revi- 
sion of zoning regulations and lot- 
size requirements in many areas, 
to permit a greater density of 
dwellings per acre. 

Beth the NAHB aid flie VAerf 
Land Institute advocated a great- 
er variety of house designs in a 
community to make it more at-

Greater housing density, the 
retort noted, opens the way for 
savings per uni^ while at the 
same time increasing the tax 
revenue to tl^ municipality from

But the report waifl^ tttat 
adoption of new concepts of land 
use will require support from all 
groups — builders, developers, 
planners, municipal officials and 
citizens. And support iwill require 
understanding of the basic prob- 
lem. Babies continue to be born — 
and grpw up — and form families 
of their own. Land is i^eded for 
their homes— and we must be- 
gin conserving that land — now.

the chemical fumes can panatrate 
throughout te aeed. Treatment 
may be done several weeks before 
planting if te aeed la stored in 
a dry place. 

A mixing machine, such aa a 
lurrel, cement mixer, or an old 
chum is helpful in treating aeed. 
A chute arrangement called te 
Minnesota Grain Treater is very 
convenient. This treater saves 
time and does a terough Job. 
Farmers can build it themselves 
from plan supplied by my offke. 

Chemicals used in aeed treat' 
ment are poisonous, as are all 
disease control materials. How- 
ever, tey are not unusually 
dangerous, and common sense 
jMrecautions are adequate. Seed 
aiioald be treated out-of-doors or 
in a well ventilated room. Treated 
seed should be storad out of reach 
of iliiffiAls, and surplus treated 
aeed should not be fM to live- 
stock.
